Men at Alondra Park Only Average One Hour 
of Work Daily for Their Upkeep

Bird Attending

A report showing the wide 
divergence in the number of 
work hours put In by men In 
the three SRA camps located 
on county territory, has been

Using the records of the 
past three months, the report 
showed:

That In return for their up­ 
keep, men at Pacolma camp 
put In about 20 minutes work

hour a day and men at Hen- 
iger Flats camp put in four 
hours a day.

Relative efficiency was com­ 
puted to be 10 percent for the 
Hennlger Flats camp, 2.6 per­ 
cent for the Alondra Park camp 
and only three-fouith of one 
percent for the Pacoima camp.

| camps to do work which would
